St. Louis, Sept. 2.—All new ter- 


ritory discovered by Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook, when he reached the north 
pole will belong to the United States 
by right of discovery, according to 
Rev. C. M. Charropln, professor of 
astronomy at St. Louis university. 


Father Charropln today said Dr. 


Cook's statement will be accepted by 
scientists who will attempt to con- 
firm them. 


IS A FAKE, SAYS MELVILLE. 


Explorer From Navy Says He Doesn't 


Believe It. 


Philadelphia,. Pa., Sept.- 
2.—"After 


reading dispatches, today, I am more 
convinced than ever that the reported 
discovery oC-the .north pole is a fake," 
•was the emphatic declaration of Hear 
Admiral George Melville, U. S. A. (re- 
tired) who is intimate with the north- 
ern regions and is familiar with the 
progress of expeditions thither within 
the last forty years. 


"I do not mean to say that Dr. Cook 


Is a fakir. I do not know him per- 
sonally; But from my experience, I 
•would say that there is nothing to 
confirm the original dispatches. 
Some 


of the best equipped expeditions, have 


• cost from $150,000 to-$200,000. I know 


that Dr. Cook Had no" such' outfit. 


"There is nothing in the. story thus 
:Iar told-to indicate that Dr. Cook has 
found anything new,.'indeed I "cannot 
see.why the reported-story of-his ex- 
pedition' could..not have been written 
by any one who had reached within 
100 miles of the pole. I could sit in 
my office and invent observations of 
all sorts. 


"Yet no am can positively deny the 


truthfulness of Dr. Cook's story. 
I 


have heard that the royal geographic 
society is reported to have discredited 
It. If this Is so, I -will reiterate more 
strongly than ever that while Dr 
Cook may have discovered the north 
pole, It being a possibility,' yet .it is 
highly improbable. 


"According to .Dr. Cook's story no 


mention is made of.the travel from 
April 14 to April 21, 1908. His bear- 
Ings on the former date were, it is re- 
ported, 88. degrees 21- minutes north 
latitude, roughly speaking, a distance 


• of about 100 miles remained before 
him after April 14." -An average of 14 
miles a day thereafter'must Have been 
maintained. It was my experience in 
the Jeanette, -that after marching thir- 
ty miles one day, we found we had 
actually gone 2% miles. 


"The drift of the ice -was in an op- 


posite direction. 
We were traveling 


under almost superhuman effort then. 
That the ice drift -was northward in 
Dr. Cook's expedition is-not all im- 
possible, but it is very improbable. 


"The talk of having killed 
musk 


oxen is not new. These animals were 
killed years ago. 
The apparent ease 


of Dr.' Cook's travel near the pole is 
what inclines me strongly to discredit 
the story. With a pack of good dogs 
and sleds in Siberia, . over 
smooth 


snow, the. best distance I ever made 
was 50 miles a day. -Ice travel is 
much more difficult. 


Admiral Melville is 6S years old, 


hale and hearty. He has been on three 
expeditions, the Hall relief expedition, 
1S73; the: Jeanette expedition 1878-81 
and the Grely relief expedition 1882.

COOK BACKER TALKS. 


"Jack" Bradley Says*Result is Not 


Luck, But Logical Consequence. 


New York, Sept. 2.—John R. Brad- 


ley, the financial backer of Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook, took pains to explain 
today that tha Brooklyn explorer's 
success- in reaching the north pole was 
not so much the result of chance as 
the opinions of several polar experts 
would indicate. 


"This was no haphazard expedition" 


he said, "no intensified Arctic jpy ride 
undertaken on nerve. We went about 
our preparations for this thing quietly 
and without brass band accompani- 
ment, but every imaginable contin- 
gency had been provided for. 


"We studied out the mistakes and 


misfortunes of other men who had 
tried for the pole, hoping to benefit by 
their errors and we certainly benefited 
by their examples. 


"I am not going to tell what the cost 


was. but I'll tell you this much: One 
single it«m of the equipment was five 
thousand gallons of gasoline and an- 
other was two barrels of gum drops. 
An esklmo will travel thirty miles 
for a gum drop. His sweet tooth is the 
sweetest in the world. Xow Cook has 
as much nerve as any mail in the

"Consequently," the lieutenant con- 


tinued, "I do not think the time it took 
lim to return is against his statement. 
The question is, what distance -was he 
actually from the. pole when he start- 
ed with -his Eskimos. He must have 
done twelve-miles-a day to cover the 
distance given in thirty-five days. No 
other expedition has been able to do 
anything near this. In the north one 
or two miles a day is considered good 
progress, but Cook must have traveled 
over absolutely smooth ice, which is a 
condition that is unique." 


Cook is Believsd. 


Dr. Cook's personal 
announcement 


that he reached the north pole has 
done much to dispel the uncertainty 
created here by "the first dispatches, 
but the information is still too vague 
entirely to 
convince the 
hardened 


skeptics. 
. 
~ 


The personality of th> American ex- 


plorer is held in such esteem in British 
scientific circles that those best qual- 
ified to judge are .the readiest to ex- 
plain, lay the seemingly obscure points 
in the meager story of the explot thus 
far available.' 


The general sentiment is summed up 


in the Evening Standard, which after 
a lengthy review of' the pros and cons 
says: 


"There is nothing improbable in the 


explorer's statement. 
It will 
be a 


spurce of much satisfaction if the north 
pole has at last been reached. At the 
sanr; time it is permissible to feel pro- 
found sympathy for Commander Peary, 
the Odysseus of Arctic exploration, the 
man of many trials and struggles, who 
was so little satisfied 
with 
having 


reached a point nearer the pole than 
any other man that he spoke of his 
achievement as 'an empty bauble com- 
pared to the splendid jewel I have been 
striving for.' That splendid jewel has 
fallen to the possession of a rival." 


No Reason to Doubt. 


Major Leonard Darwin, president of 


the Royal Geographical society, said: 


"There is no reason why the north 


pole should not have been reached and 
it. is a very fine feat to have accom- 
plished. In the absence of detailed in- 
formation I am not in a position to ex- 
press 3. critical opinion, but if, as re- 
ported. Dr. Cook reached the polo on 
an ice 'floe. I must confess to surprise. 
That, however, does not make my con- 
gratulations any the less warm." 


Captain Robert F. Scott, commander 


of the British Antarctic expedition of 
1S04. explaining the extraordinary rap- 
idity of Dr. Cook's dash, said: "It may- 
be that the new area discovered by Dr. 
Cook Is a sheltered sea, over which he 
traveled. The heavy pressures of the 
polar sea may have left this sea com- 
paratively smooth, enabling him to 
make his rapid progress. The principal 
geographical interest in Dr. Cook's 
journey would appear to lie In the de- 
tails of this hitherto unknown land, 
and the absence of Ice pressure in the 
polar sea."

Plans for Swing Round the 


Circle Grow More arid 


More Elaborate. 


Beverly, Mass., Sept. 2.—During hU 


long swing through the west and south 
beginning Sept. 15, President 
Taft 


will be In constant touch with the 
white house by means of special tele- 
graph wires. These special wires will 
be .established In zones and as aoon as 
the president's train passes from one 
zone to another the loops into the 
telegraph room at the white house 
will be re-arranged. 
At almost any 


station along the route .it will be pos- 
sible for the-president to send'a-mes-- 
sage direct to the executive offices in 
Washington over a wire temporarily 
under the control of the government. 
The official itinerary of the president's 
trip shows the total mileage to be 
12,759, of which 1,165 miles., will be 
made on a.steamboat down, the Mls- 
sissippl""riv'er:' The".'distance of the 
trip falls about one thousand miles 
short of the long tour President Roose- 
velt made to the Pacific coast,' but the 
addition of three side trips the presi- 
dent will make out of Washington im- 
mediately after his return here on 
Nov 1 will bring the total of the jour- 
ney above that of his predecessor. 


The highest point at which the 


president will stop for any length of 
time is -the rim of the Grand canyon, 
which is 6,900 feet above the sea level.. 
The lowest point"for a stop Is at New 
Orleans, which is only flve feet above 
the level of the sea. 
Crossing the 


Rocky mountains, however, the presi- 
dent's train will attain an altitude of 
more than 10,000'feet.

More Persons Identify Body. 


Among those who called at the mor- 


gue and gave It as their opinion that 
the dead man. was James McDonald 
wero Mr. and Mrs. James Allen, Mrs. 
H. II. Ham and Edward Hart, rela- 
tives nnd old personal friends. 


Many farmers living n^ar the woods 


where the men worked told of seeing 
them pass every day or so, and Mrs. 
William Deltz, who conducts a grocery 
store at tho edge of town, tells of 
James stopping there on the morning 
that ho disappeared and purchasing 
some 
tobacco, displaying a 
large 


amount of money In so doing. 


This gives credence to the theory 


that McDonald was robbed after he 
was nrfurdercd.' It Is likely that be- 
fore the investigation Is finished, evi- 
dence will be produced to show there 
Is "a woman in tho case," since neigh- 
bors say tho McDonalds had 
much 


trouble ovor a woman. 


Among other incidents that 
John 


spoko of today, which leads authorities 
to believe that an enmity existed, was 
a fight the night before James disap- 
peared. John said James seized him 
by the throat and declared he would 
choke him to death, but that later he 
froed himself. 
Ha slept that night 


with an ax under his pillow. 


Tho next day when he returned the 


housekeeper asked him whero James 
was and he said:- 


Remark it Significant 


"Jim Is gone and will he back when 


he gets back." 


He gives no reason for this answer 


further than it was an offhand remark 
to tho woman. Prosecutor Hastings, 
In an interview this afternoon, said 
that the facts summed up. briefly are: 


"The two men had been 'working to- 


gether, they quarreled the night before 
the killing, next morning they went to 
the woods to work. Although John had 
taken along a Jug of water and his din- 
ner, he returned homo alone at noon. 
That evening he sat on the door step 
and cried. 


"Jim never returned, and John never 


again entered the woods where they 
had worked for weeks. He did not go 
after 
the saw which he left in 
tno 


woods, nor did he attempt to market 
the wood which they had cut. The 
body was-found Monday night. Bright 
and early next morning John was mov- 
ing to Barr township." 


Coroner Holder'says he will render a 


verdict In the case by Friday and John 
McDonald will bo held pending this. 


MeDoneld Protests Innocence. 


Seated in the sheriff's office' at the 


county Jail John McDonald denied'that 
he killed his brother or knew anything 
about the story of the disappearance. 
Tho statement made to the coroner'was 
substantially as follows: 


"Jim and I had been cutting some 


stove wood In them woods. On Wed- 
nesday, morning last week wo -started 
to go to work. When we had reached 
a point about a mile from town we be- 
gan to talk of the wood. We concluded 
that we were short of money and that 
we had better put some of tha wood on 
the market, and Jim said he -would go 
on down the road and engage some 
farmers' teams to haul the wood. 


"I went on over to the place where 


we were cutting the wood and worked 
until noon. Then I came back to town. 
Jim had not returned with the teams. 
That was the last I heard of him. I do 
not know where he Is now. but this 
man (Indicating Prosecutor Hastings) 
has told me that he has been murdered. 
I never laid the weight of my hand 
upon that boy." - 


Asked about the numerous quarrels 


that the brothers arc reported to have 
engaged in he said: 


"Yes, we had several quarrels. These 


wero brought about by Jim coming 
home in a drunken condition and to 
this I would object, as I do not- drink 
a drop myself and do not like for'oth- 
ers to do so." 


Housekeeper is Examined. 


Late yesterday afternoon Sheriff Col- 


bert went to.a camping resort in Pike 
county and brought to this city Mrs. 
Essie Hlatt upon whose evidence the 
state puts much faith, who was house- 
keeper for the McDonald brothers up to 
the disappearance ot James McDonald. 
The coroner concluded taking her tes- 
timony about 8:45. 


Mrs. Hiatt testified that during the 


quarrels ot tho brothers 
about the 


house that John McDonald continually 
carried an ax or hatchet. She Identified 
the personal effects of the dead man 
ar-3 his teeth..

teen years. 


Sir Joseph has just come fron En- 


gland, \yhere the wail of the suffragette 


; 
Is loud in tho land. He says, frankly, 
that he doesn't like the English suf- 
fragette at all. 


Deprecates Women's Violence. 


"I deprecate the violent methods em- 


ployed by English women," he said, 
"and I really bolleve that the legisla- 
tive emancipation of women will be 
delayed by their hysterical actions. Of 
course, womnn suffrage all over the 
| world Is inevitable in time, but In my 
opinion a campaign of conciliation and 
education should be waged. That is 
how women won the suffrage in New 
Zealand. 
I worked with them nine- 


teen years ago and 1 can assure you 


j there was no stirring up of enmity 


between men and women as there is 
in England. 


"Tho women contented themselves 


with finding out whether candidates 
for office wero for or 
against 
the 


movement and used their Influence ac- 
cordingly. They educated tho men to 
seeing how good for them and the 
country the woman's vote would be.

"But the most amusing thing about 


the suffrage question to me," Sir Jo- 
seph clntlnued, "is to hear In England 
and New York the same arguments 
against woman suffrage that were ad- 
vanced against It twenty years ago 
and which all our experience absolute- 
ly has disproved. -People still seem 
to take seriously the assertion that to 
grant votes to women would promote 
dissension in the home. I assure you 
there is no more quarreling between 
husbands-and wives about politics than 
there Is about the fashions, the wife's 
new bonnet, or the husband's new hair 
cut 
Often there is a peaceful dis- 


cussion of political questions, and of 
course, as the interests of husband and 
wife-are id-ntlcal; they often vote the 
same way. But when they differ it is 
without quarreling. 


Election Days All Quiet. 


"Our polling booths ar.e as quiet and 


orderly as a church, and our women 
are not at all exposed on election day. 
As a matt r of fact, Lady Ward Is not 
half so much involved in politics as 
If she were the wife of an English 
prime minister and had no vote of her 
own. 
For. in England she'd be ex- 


pected to electioneer for her husband 
—to makj speeches. 
My wife never 


has done anything of that kind for me. 


"I suppose you know .that while we 


permit women to vote on all questions 
in- New Zealand we are inconsistent 
enough not to permit them to stand 
for parliament. or any elective office.

SELLING TO MINORS. 


Whether or not tho saloonkeepers 


and bartenders now under charges of 
having sold Intoxicants to crowd of 
minors arc guilty is a matter to be 
determined by trial. The outcome o£ 
those cases in particular will in no- 
ivlso affect the general fact that there 
are many saloons 
In Fort 
Wayne 


•where minors are readily sold all the 
drinks they want. This is frequently 
proved In police court and by the po- 
lice records, and more frequently per- 
haps by the spectacle of drunken, boys 
on the streets. 


We believe Prosecutor Thomas can 


address himself to no -worthier task 
than the breaking up of the practice 
of soiling to minors. 
There are sa- 


loonlsta and bartenders who nro per- 
ulstent and flagrant violators of that 
phase of the liquor laws and to bring 
them to book is the urgent duty of 
Prosecutor Thomas. 
Wo commend 


him heartily for the start 
he 
has 


jnado. 
Sometimes saloonkeepers 
or 


their barmen may be imposed upon 
"by boys -who will readily perjure them- 
eolvcs to procure drinks, but In a ma- 
jority of Instances no Intelligent man 
•who desires to observe the law can 
be deceived by a lad's false 
state- 


ment as to his age. In many saloons 
boys are not questioned, but are sold 
drinks readily. A salooniat who does 
this should- not only be punished with' 
all the rigors of the law but should 
forfeit his license. .He is unfit to be 
entrusted with the traffic. 


Singular as it may seem, there is 


no record of police initiative in cases 
of tho sort. It Is only when a lad has 
got himself drunk enough to be a 
spectacle on the street or gets home 
maudlin and stirs his parents to ac- 
tion that police attention Is given to 
the crime o£ selling to minors. Notice 
onay very well and properly be taken by 
the police of those places where minors 
are known to congregate, and police 
interference will soon make saloonlsts 


: and bartenders who are willing to vio- 


late the law at least afraid to do so. 


Meanwhile, we hope to see In the 


affidavits already prepared the begin- 
ning of a vigorous and successful cam- 
paign by Prosecutor Thomas on the 
outlaw saloonkeepers who sell drinks 
: 
: to boys. In any court where convic- 


tion is had there will be a miscarriage 
of justice it the utmost limit of the 
law's severity Is not Imposed. 


Some saloonists in this city are very 


stringent in excluding minors 
from 


their places. In their own business 
interests such liquor sellers cannot do 


.; 
too much to break up the practice by 
.others of selling to boys, for there will 


: 
be the day of wrath for aK to reckon 
•with If the crime against youth la not 
abated.

Dr. Frederick A. Cook's report that he 
succeeded in reaching the north pole. 
As a man of science and an explorer 
of high repute hla word must be taken 
as the truth. The savant may be mis- 
taken, but he never falsifies. 
So it 


is undoubtedly that the intrepid Amer- 
ican explorer has been the first to at- 
tain this great goal which has been 
the mysterious and romantic objective 
for centurios of the world's boldest ad- 
venture. There under thi? polar star 
an American has first planted tho foot 
of white man and there figuratively at 
least if not actually has also planted 
tho gleaming standard of the American 
republic. It Is a mighty achievement, 
one of the greatest that will illuminate 
tho annals of this century, and it must 
mako all American hearts glow with 
patriotic pride that a countryman has 
been the first to make a complete con- 
quest of tho ley barriers that until 
now have kept effectual ward over the 
mystery uf the arctic polo.

the 
frozen 
north and 


braving tho terrors of the arctic win- 
ter, and next to Dr. Cook tho intrepid 
Peary had come nearer than any other 
to the centuries-sought goal of 
both 


sclonco and adventure.

Mighty enterpris- 
ing man, that mikado. But by the 
time he gets his hlg thunder tub ready

sunken scrap. Meanwhile, a more Im- 
mediate question has to do with this: 
What's Japan getting ready tor? 


The lurs of the pole has rewarded 


the latest and most daring of those 
who have yielded to the desire for arc- 
tic exploration, and to an American 
belongs the glory of reaching that 
hitherto 
unattainable 
geographical 


point, the north pole. 


The fortunate man Is Dr. Frederick 


A. Cook, and It Is bis name which will 
hereafter be associated with the real 
"farthest north"—In fact, had he gone 
any farther he would have been going 
south. 


In a stogie expedition covering only 


two years, and at no more expense 
than many men spend on a trip to 
Europe. Dr. Cook has achieved his 
ambition and realized the desire of the 
explorers of four centuries. 


For 400 years science and adventure 


have thrown themselves vainly against 
the ice barriers and 
the Ice floes 


which prevented them from attaining 
their object, and the arctic seas are 
strewn with the wrecks of the v»s- 
sels and the desolate ice plains are 
covered with the bodies of the men 
sacrificed in the quest. 


Many Nations Make Attempt. 


Nations and individuals have fallen 


back baffled by the cold and the other 
obstacles which nature interposed be- 
tween them and their search. 
The 


British union jack, the eagle of Russia, 
tho emblems of Scandinavia and Italy 
have returned In defeat to allow the 
stars and stripes of Columbia to wave 
where they never could be. 


To greet this exploit, one of the 


greatest since the discovery of Ameri- 
ca, to greet this exploit and Its hero 
there should be heard amid the ac- 
claim of the world the ghostly cheers 
nf a thousand Norsemen who perished 
In these wilds, of Sir John Franklin 
and his gallant crew, of Baffin, of Ross 
and Pnrry, of Barentz, and all that 
honorable roll, cheers which should 
echo and re-echo from berg to berg 
across that lonely main they tried In 
vain to traverse. 


The feat of Dr. Cook puts the cap. 


sheaf upon polar search, not to men- 
tion attempts made by those before 
records began to be kept, for there is 
evidence that hardy mariners as early 
as 700 years ago went or were driven 
into'the Ice clad regions of the north. 
Remains ot Viking, ships have been 
found as far as 5 degrees north, but 
there are not even legends to tell us

The search for the north pole at the 


earliest recorded periods appears to 
be mingled with an attempt to solve 
the northwest passage in the interest 
of commerce.

John Franklin's day that seemed to 
be the chief object of these adventur- 
ous navigators. 


The Ill-fated expedition of Sir Hugh 


Wllloughby. 1553; Richard Chancellor, 
1554, and Sir Martin Froblsher, 157S, 
were all animated by the commercial

little or no part in them. 
They were 


all accompanied by large loss of life 
and even thus early in recorded ex- 
peditions did the stern northlahd be- 
gin to collect Its tribute of human 
lives. 


Among recorded explorations John 


Davis, the Welshman, appears at the 
head of the list, for in 1687 that in- 
trepid navigator reached 72 degrees 12 
minutes before he 
fell back before 


what seemed to him a hopeless task. 
This was after he had cruised in arc- 


Hudson's farthest north was made In 
1607, at 80 degrees and 2? minutes. 


For more than ,100 years after this 


the arctic circle smiled grimly, for no 
one with any success attempted to 
penetrate its fastnesses. 


English Lead in Attempts. 


But with the beginning ot the nine- 


teenth century the fever again broke 
forth and the English, as usual, were 
tho most adventurous. Bold and able 
seamen like Ross and Parry, Sir John 
Franklin and Scorsby attacked 
the 


Ice pack, some from the eastern and 
soma from the western hemisphere, 
with varying results. 
Ross in 1827 


cut a new notch when he reached 81 
degrees and 45 minutes. Parry in the 
same year reached 82 degrees and 45 
minutes. 


Parry, an 
experienced 
navigator, 


who already had accompanied other 
explorers, discovered a number ot new 
ands and waters which he named and 
claimed for the British throne. 
Hia 


fartherest north was attained 
after 


more than ten years of exploration In 
artlc waters. 
He was knighted and 


otherwise rewarded by the 
English 


government for his achievements. 


Sir John Franklin, of whose expe- 


dition so much was,expected, was fated 
never to make more than 78 degrees, 
so far as Is known. 
Relief sent to 


him was too late and It was not until 
years afterward that any traces of 
him or his ship were 
found 
which 


proved the fears of his fate were well 
founded.

Many Attempts of Peary. 


Four years later Lieut. Robert E. 


Pear?- attained 83 degrees 50 minutes. 
Nothing daunted, he repeated his at- 
tempt In 1902, negotiating 84 degrees 
17 minutes, and again three years ago, 
when he reached 87 degrees 6 minutes. 


Meanwhile tho adventurous duke of. 


the Abruzzi turned his attention from 
mountain climbing to the' lure of the 
north, and pushed his way in 1900 to 
86 degrees and 34 minutes. - Peary's 
record, however, remained 
the 
top 


notch until the remarkable feat of Dr. 
Cook which became known yesterday. 
Pear>- on his fourth visit is still ab- 
sent, and, unless' it shall develop that 
he has reached the desired pole before 
Cook did, his effort will be vain, so 
far as priority of discovery is con- 
cerned. 


The fact that both he and Cook 


started from Etah in Greenland is con- 
sidered significant, and it may bo that

In this fragmentary sketch of these 


heroic attempts through the centuries 
to attain what to many appears chi- 
merical, there Is no space to detail the 
privation which these men and their 
crews underwent, to tell what obstacles 
they overcame, of the deaths they died, 
and ot the worse than deaths they 
lived. It Is a story for skalds to sing. 
for they braved terrible fates for tha 
crown that only fame can give.

Turkish Government Gives Promise of 


Square Deal. 


Washington. Sept. 2.—The Turkish 


government has Issued a circular to 
all the provincial authorities regard- 
ing the loyalty of Armenians in Tur- 
key to the new government.

Plague of Sleeping Sickness 


May be Started by 


Roosevelt. 


Washington, Sept. 2.—Are the people 


of this country, in the interest o£ sci- 
ence, to be subjected to the ravages of 
the dangerous tsetse fly? 


Genuine apprehension Is expressed 


that the 
fatal sleeping 
sickness of 


Africa will be introduced here unless 
scientists at the Smithsonian institu- 
tion can be persuaded to destroy large 
numbers of eggs of the tsetse fly, which 
have been found in skins shipped to 
the institution from Africa, being the 
collection contributed by former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


In Africa the native population is 


much more susceptible to the bite ot 
the fly than white people, though a few 
cases of sleeping sickness have occur- 
red among the comparatively scanty 
white population Of Both the east and 
west coasts. 


Fly Carries Fatal Germ. 


It was thought for a long time that 


the bite of the fly, which is a blood- 
sucking insect, was harmless to man 
and fatal only to cattle and horses. But 
it was afterward discovered that the 
fly carried the germ of the sleeping 
sickness, which has so greatly extend- 
ed in Africa recently and has played 
such havoc among the natives. 


The tsetse fly carries the sleeping 


sickness much as the mosquito carries 
yellow fever. The fly in the course of 
its development lays its eggs under the 
hides of horses and 
cattle, which 


quickly succumb to 
the 
bite. 
The 


greatest carrier of the eggs is the rab- 
bit, two specimens of which have been 
found in the collection. 


There are numerous eggs of the fly 


still clinging to the hairs and it is from 
these that the mature files might come. 
It so happens that the skins of the 
small animals In the collection \vere 
not packed in brine, but were merely 
stretched and dried in the shade, so 
that the eggs are in perfect condition. 


Seek Signs of Disease. 


Whether the disease ffie fly carries is 


hereditary and inherent in the fly it- 
self or whether, like the yellow fever 
mosquito, it has to bite a victim of the 
sleeping sickness to develop the infec- 
tion in its body, Is tho problem con- 
fronting the scientists. 


There is one dangerous risk in traf- 


ficking with the tsetse fly in captivity 
and that is that It may escape and 
spread infection here. The gypsy moth, 
which has caused millions of dollars of 
damage in New England, escaped orig- 
inally from those being reared for lab- 
oratory work. The same thing might 
happen with the tsetsi fiy. but all pos- 
sible precautions will be .taken to pre-
